Our ſaid Anceſtors of happy memory did 
then grant their Imperial Licenſe, and gave into the 
hands of the Ezgliſh Nation divers eſpecial and Im- 
perial Commands, to the end that they might ſafe- 
ly and ſecurely come and go into theſe Dominions, 
and in coming or returning either by Land or Sea 
in their Way and Paſlage, that they ſhould of no 
man be moleſted or hindred. After which Time in 
the Days of our Grandfather Sultan Mahomet Han 
of famous memory ( unto whoſe Soul be granted 
Divine Abſolution) it being anew deſired, That the 
Subjects, Merchants, and their Interpreters, might 
freely and ſecurely come, Merchandiſe, and Nego- 
tiate throughall the Parts of this Imperial Domini- 
on, and that ſuch Capitulations, and other Privi- 
ledges, and Imperial Commands, as had been grant- 
ed unto the Nation of the Kings and Princes in
